may turn are consumed with an 
anxiety as to what the result of their 
decisions may be. 

'" But if there is one great and, | 
believe, exquisite, quality in our race, 
it is that anxiety with us does not 
spell fear, weakness, hesitation or vain 
repinings. We are anxious, as brave 
men may afford to be, but our anxiety 
will never affect our resolution to go 
through this war, and to finish it as 
a war should be finished. Greece has 
given, after all these centuries, one 
of the most magnificent examples of 
a courageous fight for liberty that the 
history of man can provide.

RITAIN had no hope of sending to 
B Greece a force anything like that 
which the Germans could muster, 
declared Lord Halifax, British Ambas- 
sador in Washington, in a broadcast 
speech to Atlanta Bar Association to- 
night. 

'“ In Greece,”’ he said, “*‘ we were well 
‘aware we could not hope to bring a 
force to assist the brave Greeks that 
would in any way be of comparable 
strength with that which the Germans 
could bring against us. 

“ But this war is going to be one of 
endurance, and, quite apart from all the 
natural impulse that weighed in favour 
of helping those who had so gallantly 
espoused the cause of freedom, there 
were sound military reasons for our 
intervention. 

“We know Hitler was anxious to 
avoid fighting in the Balkans in order 
not to break the smooth flow from those 
countries of supplies that were of the 
first importance- to him, and the fact 
that our enemy wants to avoid certain 
action is generally a good reason for 
obliging him to take it. 

‘There is no reason to think that 
if you can help us quickly enough we 
shall not be able to checkmate Hitler's 
efforts,’’ Lord Halifax said. 

He spoke of British endeavours to 
beat the submarine and air threat to 
shipping, and said that there was one 
EE ms for success—‘‘ that in every 
one of these directions we have the 
fullest help you can bring, and that 
you remember ail the time that every 
week counts.”’ 

‘It was certainly right to make him 
pay dearly for what he got, and the 
Allied forces have given up no ground 
without-exacting from the Germans a 
price in ai both human and -matéri: 
on a scale that will not be wit 
effect when they become known in 


Germany.

Speaking oí Egypt (says the Press 
Association), Lord Halifax said he did 
not doubt that between them Sir 
Archibald Wavell and General 
Cunningham, “ who have not much to 
learn about the art of war,’’ could be 
relied upon to turn the present situa- 
tion to the best advantage. 

Earlier Lord Halifax contrasted the 
toll of the last war exclusively on the 
nation’s young manhood with this war 
which took the lives of all irrespective 
of age, sex or fitness. 

‘“‘ Therefore, it is permissible to hope 
the wounds this war will leave will cut 
less into the nation’s life,” he added. 

It was his opinion that, provided 


“our roots represented by the 
principles and standards of our civilisa- 
tion ” could be preserved, then the 


nation could look forward to recovery. 
Otherwise all hope of recovery was 
one. 

“It is because you realise these 
things as clearly as we do that you are 
making our cause your own,” he said. 

Lord Halifax denied that the United 
States policy of “ all aid short of war 
was contrary to international law.”’ 


NEUTRALITY 

“The conception of neutrality as 
forbidding any distinction between the 
innocent and guilty party in war, is 
not the original basis of neutral obli- 
gations,’’ he said. He pointed out that 
the Germans signed the Kellogg-Briand 
act, and the German invasion of 
oland and many other German actions 
plainly contradicted their signature. 

“Your country and any neutral 
country is entirely justified to-day— 
having regard to the rights and wrongs 
involved and if it is plain violation of 
this international code—in giving what 
assistance it ‘can to the victims of 
aggression.”’ : 
Speaking of Hitler’s “long and 
amazing run of victories,’’ Lord Hali- 
fax pointed out that every report and 
all information from Germany showed 
there was no joy in the hearts of the 
German Be scian who were “ profoundly 
concerned to see the end.” 
“Why are they not more elated? 
+ Because they know Hitler has not yet 
won the only victory that can be 
decisive, and because they have an un- 
easy feeling he cannot win it.

1916 Commemoration 


The speech was made at a 1916 
Commemoration, held by the Dublin 
City Constituencies’ xecutive of 
Fianna Fail in the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin, and was heard by a large 
audience. The aim of the men of 
1916, said Mr. de Valera, was simply 
to free Ireland, to give back the 
ownership of Ireland to the Irish 
me and enable them, so far as 
uman beings could control their 
destinies, to have control of the 
wager | of their own nation. A num. 
ber of people believed then—perhaps, 
a number still believed—that rn was 
no need to free the country. They 
had the idea that Ireland not only 
was free, but was an equal partner at 
the head of an empire. They regarded 
it as a greater destiny to be at the 
head of an empire, in equa] partner- 
ship, than to be a small free nation. 
The people who held that view were 
a relatively small proportion of the 


population. Ever since the first in- 
vasion of Ireland the people had 
struggled to retain their national 


identity, and no partnership which 
would lead to the absorption or loss of 
that identity would be held by them 
to be satisfactory. 


FORGET ALL DIFFERENCES 


_ Recalling the aims of the 1916 ris- 
ing. Mr. de Valera said that the Pro- 
clamation of the Republic promised to 
forget all differences of the past, which 
were fostered by an alien Government, 
and the aim wasto unite all the people 
of this country in devotion and loyalty 
to the Irish nation, Civil and ra- 
ligious liberty was promised. The 
social objective was to try to secure 
equal rights for the whole of the 
- le. The men who rose in re- 
ellion in 1916 wanted freedom, and 
not merely to vindicate the right for 
which the people had struggled 
throughout the centuries to obtain. 
Their aim “had not been completely 
secured, ‘‘ Only a portion of the coun- 
try is free,”’ ssid Mr de Valera, 
“and everybody will agree with me 
that wherever there are Irishmen who 
respect the memory and aims of the 
people of 1915 they must always work 
to secure the completion of the task 
which they took up—to secure the 
unity and independence of the whole 
country.” 


PRESERVATION OF FREEVOM 


One part of Ireland, at any rate, was 
completely free, and ‘‘the main task 
that confronts us now,” said Mr. de 
Valera, “is the preservation of that 
freedom. What we have got we shall 
hold.”’ : 

‘* Not very long ago,” he continued, 
“there did not, seem to be any danger 
to that freedom or threats of any kind 
against it, but in the world as it is 
to-day things are quite different. Since 
this war started | have tried to warn 
people that if they wish to preserve 
this freedom they must be prepared to 
make every sacrifice that free people 
everywhere have to be prepared to 
make if they are to maintain their in- 
dependence ' 

eaking of the defence forces, Mr. 
de Valers said he =, it right that 
tribute should be paid to the young 
people of the www who stepped into 
the ranks so magnificently when their 
country called. There was no need of 
compulsion. The Regular Army and 


the various defence forces now num- 
bered about a quarter of a million men, 
and more could be got if there was 
equipment for them. '' All we need is 
equipment,”’ said Mr. de Valera, “and 
we will have an Army as galiant in 
defence of the liberties of the people 
as any in the world.” 


FIRST TASK 


The most important piece of organi- 
sation now to be completed was a 
scheme for the evacuation from Dublin 
of all persons not necessary for its 
defence. To date, about a yuarter of a 
million have registered. 

““In modern war,” said Mr. de 
Valera, “no notice is given, The first 
notice we shall ont al an impending 
attack is when the attack has already 
started. In other words, we shall re- 
ceive no notice. The moment we are 
attacked at one point it is almost 
certain that this capital city of ours 
will be attacked from sea, land or air. 
Everybody who has studied attack from 
the sir—the most likely form—knows 
that there is no real defence for the 
civilian population. The only way in 


which their lives can be saved is 
by removing as many as_ possible 
from the attacked city, and if 


you try to imagine a quarter of a 
million persons suddenly wanting to 
get out of the city you can realise 
what confusion there would be. Even 
with the best organisation in the world 
you will have trouble, but if you have 
not perfected some organisation in 
atvance you are going to have 
massacre—perhaps tens of thousands 
killed.”’ 


COMPULSORY BILLETING 


Mr. de Valera said there was no 
hardship considered so severe as for 
citizens to have to take into their 
houses, with Baoi limited accommo- 
dation, people of whom they knew 
nothing. Attempts had been made to 
get peorle to "sc nia to take refugees, 
but not enough volunteer accommoda- 
tion had been offered, and he an- 
nounced that compulsory mbilleting 
would have to be introduced, ‘‘ Nothing 
but the cire necessity of saving the 
lives of our citizens would warrant 
such a step.” he said, ‘‘ but the step 
has to be taken.” 

He urged all families with relatives 
in the country to send their children to 
them. People should make whatever 
arrangements possible, and notify the 
authorities of what they had done. 

Certain air raid precautions had been 
taken, but individuals themselves must 
take measures, There should be at 
least sand and a stirrup pump in every 
house, or two or three families between 
them should make arrangements and 
purchase the necessary equipment. 

At this stage he appealed for more 
volunteers for the A.R.P. services. 

“We have done a lot already,” the 
Taoiseach concluded, ‘‘ but we are very 
far from being prepared. The weeks 
ahead, whether they be many or few, 
whether the danger comes or not, must 
be used to perfect our organisation. 
If we do not, it will mean absolute 
disaster.”

NIGHT BOMBING OF 
KIEL 


Describing Thursday night’s attacks 
on Kiel and Wilhelmshaven, the Air 
Ministry News Service says :— 

“The main objectives at Kiel were 
the shipyards, especially the Germania 
and the Deutsche Werke yards, which 
build both submarines and surface 
warships. Towards th end of the 
attaek large fires were burning, and 
in their light many of our crews were 
able to make out the extensive areas 
devastated in earlier raids, The many 
high-explosive bombs dropped burst in 
all parts of the target area. 

‘The attack on Wilhelmshaven was 
less heavy, but proportionately as 
successful. 

‘In the course of their day a success- 
ful daylight attacks on an gi) tanker 
off the coast of Norway, “engine 
of one of our aircraft was hit by 
anti-aircraft fire and put out of action. 
The captain brought his aircraft safely 
back on one engine. ... The oil 
tanker—a vessel of at least 1,500 tons-— 
was on fire when last seen, and 
columns of black smoke were pouring 
from amidships.” 


MORNING ATTACK ON 
SHIPPING 


‘Soon after dawn this (Friday) 
morning aircraft of the Bomber Com- 
mand began their daily search for 
enemy coastal shipping in the North 
Sea and for targets along the fringe 
of the Continent. By 6.0 a.m. they 
had found an enemy supply ship of 
1.600 tongs one mile up the Nieur 
Watcrweg, the canal between the 
Hook of Holland and Rotterdam,” 
states the Air Ministry News Ser- 
vice. 

‘‘Two bombs, dropped from 25 feet, 
hit the ship. Debris was thrown into 
the air and black smoke came billow- 
ing upwards. The ship’s crew dived 
into the canal—they evidently agreed 
with the crew of the bomber that the 
ship was a total loss. 

‘Some smaller ships were also 
attacked with bombs and machine-gun 
fire, and a military camp on the Dutch 
coast was raked with fire. 

‘‘Four hours later other aircraft were 
over Ijmuiden, in occupied Holland. 
By 10 a.m. the first of these aircraft 
had found the target, an important 
iron and steel works, and its load of 
bombs was seen, to burst on the base 
of the plant’s blast furnaces. 

‘Within a few minutes the rest of 
our bombers had made their attack. A 
further stick of bombs hit the blast 
furnaces, another stick fell on a iine 
of buildings, and another across a large 
storage tank for by-products.”

Continued Axis attacks against the

Tobruk are regarded in well-informed 
circles here as proof that the British 
garrison is worrying the enemy. says 
a Press Association telegram from Cairo 
last night. 

The nature of the attacks, which are 
really big-scale raids, indicate that the 
Axis in this area does not dispose of 
the vast amount of men and material 
with which the British took Tobruk 
earlier in the war. 

The latest abortive attack against 
Tobruk was conducted by infantry, 50 
per cent, of whom were Germans,

ANOTHER RAID ON 
TRIPOLI 


A communiqué issued late last night 
from R.A.F. Headquarters, Middle 
East, reports another heavy raid on 
Tripoli harbour on Thursday night and 
early yesterday, during which direct 
hits were claimed on a seaplane hangar 
and other buildings. 

The communiqué states :— 

‘“‘Cyrenaica—Enemy transport and 
mechanised units were persistently 
bombed and machine-gunned by air- 
craft of the R.A.F. yesterday. A con- 
siderable number of enemy vehicles 
were destroyed or damaged. Enemy 
aircraft dispersed on landing grounds 
at Derna and El Gazala were bombed, 
but weather conditions prevented full 
observation of the damage caused. 

“Over Tobruk four enemy aircraft 
were shot down by our fighter squad- 
rons, which have achieved very con- 
siderable success against the enemy 
during the last few weeks. 

“ Abyssinia— Aircraft of the R.A.F. 
and South African Air Force continue 
to support our troops by bombing 
enemy motor transport and gun em- 
placements. 

“ Malta—Malta was raided on April 
23. Our fighte » intercepted the enemy 
and in the ensuing combat one of our 
aircraft was lost. No material damage 
was caused by the raid.”’ 


TRIPOLI HARBOUR 


DAMAGE 


During the night of April 24-25 
Tripoli Harbour was again attacked by 
R.A.F. bombers. Direct hits were 
registered on a warehouse, a seaplane 
hangar and Government offices. One 
stick of bombs straddled the road south 
of the seaplane base. 


DR. ALEXANDER IRVINE 
DEAD

Dr. Alexander Irvine, the Irish 
evangelist and author of “My Lady 
of the Chimney Corner,” a best seller, 
written around the life of his mother 
and the humble Antrim home where 
he was born, has died in Hollywood, 
at the age of 78, it is learned in Lon- 
don. The publishers of his novel had 
for years described him as ‘‘ The late 
Dr. Irvine.” “My agents want me to 
have the announcement changed,’’ he 
once said, ‘‘ but I don't mind a bit.” 

Dr. Irvine was born into a family 
that was the ‘ poorest of the Én“ : 
He had not had a square meal until 
he was 15, he told a Press Association 
reporter seven years ago, when he 
travelled from his Californian home to 
dedicate his birthplace as a place of 
Figinageaáh cottage was acquired 
xy public subscription. 

Dr. Irvine could neither read nor 
write till he was seventeen. As a boy 
he worked in a coai mine for twelve 
hours a day, for a shilling, with Keir 
Hardie. 

He had forty-two jobs, and had 
served in the Army. He went to New 
York, studied at Yale University, and 
joined the ministry. He was a preacher 
for more than fifty years.

shared with neutral Eire most of the 
blessings of peace. Largely in consequence 
of Mr. de Valera’s efforts before the war 
began, the péople of Northern Ireland had 
been spared the rigours of general conscrip- 
tion. Substantial numbers of Northern 
citizens had joined one or other of the 
British fighting forces; but they had 
joined. as volunteers, and were just as 
free to decide the course of their lives 


towns in England, Scotland and Wales 
were being bombed mercilessly ; while, 
night after night, thousands of families 
in all parts of Great Britain were being 
rendered homeless, the people of Northern 
Ireland continued to sleep soundly in 
their beds, as if the war were being fought 
a thousand miles away. Actually, by some 
queer freak of fortune, neutral Eire 
sufiered a certain amount of damage, and 
even loss of life, through bombing, while 
the belligerent North escaped scot-free. 
Then came last week's attack. Almost 
without warning, Northern Ireland was 
thrust into the front line of the world 
war. Bombs were dropped over a wide 
spread area; but the brunt of the 
onslaught fell upon the city of Belfast. 
Even now, after ten days, the full extent 
of the loss of life has not been established ; 
but there is no doubt that it was appalling. 
As always happens in such cases, the poor 
suffered most heavily. In certain working- 
class areas whole families were wiped out, 
and, while the more well-to-do did not 
escape, the bulk of the fatal casualties 
came from the ranks of the workers. 
Belfast is a city of sharp distinctions. 
Religious and political cleavages are 
defined more strongly than in any other 
centre of population in these islands; and 
the extent of the bitterness that has 
existed for so many years between the two 
main sections of the people is a measure 
of the political and religious rancour that 
has resulted in the pertition of our 
country. The bombs that struck Belfast 
last week took no stock of local prejudice 
or animosity. They struck at Protestant 
and Roman Catholic alike, sparing neither 
women nor children in their slaughter. 
Unionist and Nationalist districts suffered 
in equal measure. Death and destruction 
were rained impartially on all sections of 
the Northern community; and, for the 
first time in many years, the inhabitants 
of the Northern capital were united in a 
common sorrow. 

Large areas in Belfast were destroyed 
by the German attack; but the high- 
explosive bombs also did something that 
they hardly could have been intended io 
do. They blasted a big hole in the border. 
Nothing in the recent history of Ireland 
has been more remarkable than the 
spontaneous surge of sympathy that swept 
with irresistible force over the whole of 
Ireland last week. Twenty-five years ago 
men of the Ulster Division carried the 
stricken body of Major Willie Redmond 
from the field of Messines to the convent 
at Locre, and North and South joined in 
common mourning for a gallant Irishman. 
Last week the wheel came full circle. Men 
from the South helped to fight the fires 
and to rescue the wounded in the Belfast 
holocaust. Thousands of homeless 
refugees streamed across the border to 
seek asylum in the South, where they were 
received with welcoming arms. The un- 
paralleled success which has been achieved 
by the Irish Times Fund gives an indica- 
tion of the way in which Northern Ireland's 
suffering has affected the people of Éire; 
an analysis of our lists of subscribers 
proves that help has been forthcoming in 
generous measure from every corner of 
the twenty-six counties, and from citizens 
of every conceivable shade of opinion. In 
his statesmanlike speech at Castlebar, Mr. 
de Valera, with that flash of intuitive 
genius which informs his actions at times, 
interpreted with almost uncanny accuracy 
the thoughts and feelings of the vast 
majority of the Irish people on both sides 
of the border. The attack on the North 
lasted only for a few hours; but the 
effects which it has had on public opinion 
throughout the country will endure, we 
may hope, for generations. The Irish Red 
Cross made a magnificent gesture when it 
sent a cheque for £1,000—part of the 
proceeds of the Irish Times Fund—to the 
local branch of the British Red Cross in 
the North. Voluntary workers from Eire 
were cheered in the streets of Belfast, and 
Northern newspapers, which have not 
been noted for their Southern sympathies 
in the past, have been loud in their 
appreciation of Eire’s good-will. It would 
be foolish to lay too much stress on these 
matters. Undoubtedly, there is an element 
of emotionalism, and of what the experts 
describ as ‘‘war psychosis,” in the 
passionate sympathies of the last ten 
days; and the border is established too 
firmly to be abolished even by the fiercest 
Blitz. On the other hand, it would be 
equally foolish to ignore the patent fact 
that the people of Ireland have been 
brought more closely together as a result 


| of the raid on Belfast than they have been 


for the last thirty years. The essential 
artificiality of partition has been revealed 
in all its hollowness by the calamity that 
has befallen the six counties. May God 


forgotten on either side of the border. 
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Some people believe 
that the United States Government may 
consent to guard the convoys as far as 
Greenland, where it lately, by an agree- 
ment with the Danish Government, has 
acquired the use of bases: others—a 
majority—are inclined to the view that 
it will take the bull by the horns and 
assume the entire responsibility for the 
transport of war materials to England. 
In either event, of course, the risk is very 
great. German submarine commanders 
cannot reasonably be expected to spare a 
warship guarding such a convoy if it 
comes within range of their torpedo tubes; 
and it is almost certain that attacks would 
be made upon the American destroyers 
without hesitation. In that event the 
United States would be faced with another 
problem—whether or not such attacks 
amounted to a declaration of war. No 
nation can afford to tolerate the sinking 
of its warships, upon whatever mission 
they may happen to be engaged; and the 
odds are that the United States would 
find herself very rapidly a fully-fledged 
belligerent. 

The Administration has not made up 
its mind as yet. It was expected that, 
after Colonel Knox’s fighting speech—and 
a not less provocative oration by Mr. 
Cordell Hull—the President himself would 
dot the “is” at his Press conference 
yesterday. In fact, however, he said that 
“the Administration was not thinking of 
escorting convoys at present,” and thereby 
provoked the anger of Mr. Wendell 
Willkie. There appears to be small doubt 
that the bulk of Americans would prefer 
the President to take the risk. They have 
become imbued with the idea that Great 
Britain’s salvation depends upon the 
prompt arrival of munitions from the 
United States, and they are willing to 
do everything in their power for the rapid 
manufacture and safe transport of those 
munitions. They have consented to 
enormous and highly inconvenient changes 
in their industrial system, in order that 
the goods may be delivered; they have 
faced the fact that taxation will besevere; 
they have permitted the curtailment of 
several of their liberties. They must be 
very naturally impatient if these sacri- 
fices go for nothing. President Roosevelt's 
choice is not easy. He must weigh the 
advantages and disadvantages of war— 
that is to say, of such conduct as almost 
inevitably will embroil his country in 
war—and he must consider them from the 
point of view not merely of the United 
States, but of Great Britain also. 


America’s entry would have a splendid, 


effect upon British moral; but is it not 
possible that the United States can be 
more useful to her friend as a neutral 
than as an active ally? If the United 
States should ‘‘come in,” the Japanese 
almost certainly would be induced to take 
a hand, and a full half of the American 
Navy would be required to keep her under 
control in the Pacific. More serious would 
be the effect upon the supply of munitions 
to Great Britain. At present the bulk of 
American produve is believed to be going 
across the Atlantic; but a belligerent 
America would be compelled to supply 
herself first—there would be two huge 
markets instead of one.- Nevertheless, the 
fact remains that Britain must obtain 
delivery of the goods by some means or 
other. lf their safe transport can be 
assured only by the use of American 
warships, it is a virtual certainty that 
American warships will be used. Public 
opinion in the United States has become 
very active in favour of the British cause. 
The people are alarmed as they never 
have been alarmed previously, and they 
look upon the possibility of a British 
defeat as the worst of all disasters. By 
all accounts, they are willing to face any 
risk rather than let her lose the war. 


Seasonal Recreation 


It is part of the instruction given in 
the primary schools that there are four 
seasons—spring, summer, autumn and 
winter—and there is a tradition that each 
has its own type of weather. This, pre 
sumably, is spring; but throughout the 
length and breadth of Ireland there are 
sorry men, and not all of them farmers, 
who laugh bitterly at the thought of any 
dividing season between the tempests of 
winter and the droughts of summer. 
Spring and autumn are all very well for 
the poets, who can sing of Titan’s cheerful 
ray chasing the dark clonds away and of 
“peace and grace and fall and fade”’ just 
as glibly as they sing of places that they 
never have seen and of incidents that no 
one else ever heard of. 
in his heart of hearts knows that there 
are but two seasons—the football season 
and the cricket season. In a few days’ 
time the curtain will fall upon one of 
them just as the actors in the other make 
their bow. The cricketers, with whom may

The Under-Dog 


Delegates to the Labour Party Confer- 
ence, I see, have been shooting out their 
necks about the disproportionate number 
of working-class casualties that occur 
whenever a town is bombed. 

They are, of course, absolutely right. 
The number of casualties in working- 
class areas is entirely disproportionate— 
and the reason is not far to seek. 

It is due to the fact that working-class 
houses tend to be grouped around the 
factories, and the factories are among the 
first “ military objectives’’ to be sought 
by raiding bombers. 

Yet Alderman Tom Kelly and other 
champions of the under-dog in this city 
continue to insist that it is necessary, 
above all things, to house the working- 
man as close as possible to his work. I 
wish to the Lord that they would take a 
cheap ticket to Belfast and spend a couple 
of days there having a look round. 


Thermopyle 


It is a mistake to assume that the 
historie Pass of Thermopyle is in the 
same. condition to-day as when it was 
defefided by Leonidas and his three 
hundred Spartan soldiers—not to mention 
seven hundred Thespians and two 
thousand Helots—against the mighty host 
of the Persian leader, Xerxes, in 480 B.C. 

Every student of Herodotus knows the 
thrilling description that he has given of 
the celebrated battle that made the word 
Spartan a synonym for the highest display 
of military valour. But, as travellers in 
Southern Greece must be well aware, the 
Pass, having suffered from all the agencies 
of wind, rain and frost during the last 
twenty-four centuries, offers a much 
wider gateway for an enemy to etrate 
than it did in the golden era of ancient 
Greece. 

Then it was the only way by which a 
hostile army might force its way from 
Northern into Southern Greece. Close to 
the only good road that led from 
Thessaly into Central Greece, it was a 
strategic point of the first importance. 

Then it was a narrow tract of fifty 
feet in width, whereas it is now many 
hundred feet wide. The terrain gives no 
longer the firm foothold that it did in 
olden times. This is in consequence of 
large deposits of sodden earth being 
carried down by the Spercheius and other 
streams, converting the land on either 
side of the Pass into a swampy plain. 

It was while the German archzologist, 
Schliemann and his party were making 
excavations there in the early ‘eighties 
that the remarkable alterations in the 
character of the country between Mount 
Oeta and Maliac Gulf were made known 
to the outside world. 


Good Work ! 


The Blackrock and Booterstown Branch 
of the Red Cross is striking while the 
iron is hot—red-hot, in fact.

Good work, Blackrock and Booterstown. 


Many who knew him—and his acquaint- 
ances were lezgion—must have been sur- 
prised when they learned that P. J. 
Quinn, a former president of the Irish 
National Teachers, had had close associa- 
tions with the I.R.B. 

That was towards the end of the last 
century, during a kind of interregnum 


between the anes ‘epian organisation 
and the re-anima ra ag by Thomas 
J. Clarke and his colleagues, who were 
so largely responsible for the insurrection 
of Easter week, 1916. — - 

The LR.B. was organised in the 
provinces, and Pat Quinn is described as 
secretary to the province of Ulster. Among 
his colleagues in Belfast I R.B. circles 
were Robert Johnston, a veteran Fenian. 
who died only two or three years aco, and 
father of the poetess, Anna Johnston 
(““Ethna Carbery,” first wife of Mr. 
Seamus MacManus), his son. James 
Johnston, Henry Dobbyn, and the father 
of Mr. Denis McCullough, now a well- 
known Dublin business man. 

Among many bodies to which P. J. 
Quinn acted as secretary was the Belfast 
Celtic Literary Society, of which “Joe” 
Devlin. once famous as M.P.. was a 
member. But I do not think that after 
the turn of the century he had much part 
in revolutionary activities. 

Certainly nobody looked les the 
revolutionist than Quinn did. And there 
was little of the schoolmaster about him, 
although he had a sound reputation as an 
educationalist. He was one of the most 
chatty men in Dublin, and knew every 
“character’’ in the city. In his later 
years one of his side-lines was reading 
for an organisation that examines books 
for submission to the literary censorships.

erlain in the policy of appeasement. 
It is often forgotten, however that 
he was the Lord Irwin who was 
Viceroy of India from 1925 to 1931. 
In many ways the best part of Mr. 
Hodgson’s biography is that dealing 
with Lord Halifax’s years in India. He 
summarises excellently the difficulties 
that face not only viceroys and British 
Governments, but everyone else who is 
genuinely interested in devising a safe 
and suitable form of independence for 
the conglomeration of States, races and 
religions. 

What course is the national spirit of 
India to take? ‘‘ An Indian autocracy 
or oligarchy, he (Lord Irwin) pointed 
out, would be as antipathetic to Indian 
as to British sentiment.

‘Politics and political events must play 
a chief part in any biography of any 
sovereign,’ writes Mr. Gore in his 
introduction. ‘‘. . , But I have tried 
—having regard to the scope of this 
particular study—to translate them into 
the simplest language, to introduce 
them as a necessary background in a 
personal study of a sovereign, and to 
examine them rather to discover the 
part they played in the development of 
the King’s character than to assess the 
effect of his influence upon them.”’ 
In those circumstances, it is not 
surprising that little light is shed on 
the King’s part in various matters 
peeelecr with this country. 
“His Majesty (the present King) 
realised that some years must 
elapse before the fires of political con- 
troversy, which arose during. his 
father’s reign, can be expected to die 
down and the confusing smoke to clear 
off.” The nearest we get to an expres- 
sion of opinion on the Home Rule con- 
troversy of pre-1914 years is the desire 
for a peaceful settlement and the 
King’s own suggestion for a conference 
between the political leaders concerned 
—the Prime Minister (Mr. Asquith), 
Sir Edward Carson, Mr. Redmond, 
Mr. Bonar Law and Lord Lansdowne. 
When he visited Belfast in 1921 to 
open the Northern Parliament the King 
prefaced his speech with the words: 
“ For all who love Ireland, as I do 
with all my heart.” He hoped that 
day’s proceedings would be a prelude 
to a day in which the Irish people, 
North and South, under one Parlia- 
ment or two, should work together in 
common love for Ireland. e King 
declared that never in his life had he 
heard anything to compare with the 
cheering of the people of Belfast. 


Irish Troubles 


His speech did not end the Irish 
troubles. Later, at Balmoral, he 
strongly urged moderation of a note 
to Mr. de Valera, in which some of the 
Cabinet favoured the taking of a 
firmer tone. 

On 6th December of the same year 

he wrote: “I got the joyful news this 
morning from the P.M. that at 2.30 
articles of agreement were signed be- 
tween the British representatives and 
the Irish delegates, involving complete 
acceptance of the British Govern- 
ment’s proposals, allegiancs fo the 
Throne, and membership of the Em- 
pire. . . I trust that now after seven 
centuries there may be peace in 
Ireland. Ulster has got the option of 
coming in within a year, if her people 
wish, but they will not be coerced.’’ 
While it may be natural to refer par- 
ticularly to Ireland in this review, ac- 
tually, to do so is to give an alto- 
gether false impression of the nature 
of Mr. Gore’s memoir. He has given 
us a life-story of the King, a story of 
the King himself, of the people with 
whom he was in immediate touch, of 
what the King wrote in his letters and 
his diaries—not a story of the years in 
which the King lived. Much of -it is 
concerned with almost trivial things, 
especially in the first few chapters, 
but the recounting of those trivialities 
helps the reader to understand the sort 
of a boy the King was, and the sort 
of a man that he became. 
His service in the Royal Navy is 
believed to have had an important 
effect on his character. Sometimes he 
regretted the deficiencies of his educa- 
tion as a sailor, but he must have 
appreciated all his life its virtues, 
which were well set forth by Sir John 
Fisher in a letter in 1904. ‘‘ Of all the 
- gear of education ever devised by 
the wit of man nothing approaches or 
can ever approach the education of the 
sea in giving self-reliance, fertility of 
resource, fearlessness of responsibility 
and power of initiative—these four 
great qualities are the habits of mind 
= for fighting people.’’ 

Needless to say Mr. Gore’s 450 pages 
cannot be read in an afternoon. It is 
a book to be read “in instalments.” 
Happily, it is pleasantly written, and 
the author has contrived to make 
interesting even the least important of 
the King’s activities.

Te economic approach to national 


problems was neglected in former 
times, but now it is stressed so 


much that other factors than economics 
in history tend to be forgotten. Dr. 
Einsig is an economist. e is author 
of a dozen works on gold movements, 
exchange control, and similar themes, 
It is but natural, therefore, that he 
should write of Herr Hitler’s plans for 
Europe, not so much in the manner of 
a philosophic historian as of an 
economic interpreter. His book has 
very high value as a study of the 
economic factors in the present situa- 
tion of Europe, while it is necessary 
to remind ourselyes, as we read, that 
these are not the only considerations to 
be taken into account. 


Having uttered this caution, we EE 


go on to recommend Dr. Einsig's boo 
cordially. It is extremely useful, not 
least, to those of us who are tempted to 
neglect the financial issues of politics 
and war. With the lucidity of a 
born expounder, Dr. Einsig shows 
how Germany, under its National 
Socialist leaders, has performed such 
prodigies of finance as have enabled 
the Reich to build up its tremendous 
war machine and to wage so vast a 
war; and he shews with what em- 
pirical detachment those leaders have 
layed Communist against Capitalist 
In pursuing their fixed purpose of 
national power. 


We are not quite sure, however, 


whether he correctly interprets the re- 
lation of the Reich Government to the 
richer classes; indeed, he seems un- 
certain, himself, as to whether those 
skilfal opportunists of the Wilhelm- 
strasse are masters of - finance, or 
partly its servants. ; 


Vassal States 


Dr. Kinsig's most interesting, if not 
most valuable, chapters are specula- 
tive; he endeavours to portray the 
New Europe which would follow a 
German victory. There would be a 
circle of vassal States around the 
Reich. They would be reduced from 
an industrial-agricultural to a purely 
agricultural economy, Germany would 
engross the great industries. Her 
vassals would feed her, and would 
furnish a market for her manufactures. 

These agricultural regions, however, 
would not be left to peasant farming. 
Their agriculture would be mechan- 
ised and modernised, and the unem- 
ployed farm labourers would be taken 
into German factories as virtually slave 
labour. Ultimately, with the growth 
of the German population (which would 
be more fertile than its hard-used. sub- 
jects), the depleted lands would be 
colonised by Germans, and a vastly 
greater Germany, almost a Getman 
Continent, would be created. The con- 
quest, if not this ultimate colonisation 
of Europe, would be the prelude to a 
war against other continents, in pursuit 
of domination of the whole globe. 

These interesting speculations do nos 
concur, of course, with actual German 
utterances. Rather they are what Dr. 
Einsig conceives to be the latent logic 
of the National Socialist programme. 
History, however, is not logical, at 
least in the obvious way. It never 
moves indefinitely along lines produced 
from an existing situation; for always 
the human factor bends the geometrical 
or the economic before the straight line 
has been followed far. 

If nothing save economic interest 
governed history,. what Dr. Ejinsig 
adumbrates would come inevitably to 
pass; but the bravery of soldiers and 
the idealism of patriots, these and 
ether spiritual factors are likely now 
as in the past to put the best-laid plans

racket knows it. Twice, for example, 
to my knowledge, and once at my in- 
stigation, the P.E.N. Club a proached 
Radio Eireann. Ultimately Radio 
Eireann agreed to pay to “ established 
writers” fees up to a maximum of 
six guineas for a half-hour talk. The 
others—i.e., 90 per cent. at least of 
those who speak or perform at 2R.N. 
get two to three guineas for the aver- 
age appearance. (The average pay- 
ment at the B.B.C. would be from 
ten to twenty guineas, with, in cases, 
an extra speaking fee and éxpenses.) 
That average Radio Eireann payment 
is shocking, and I, and, I am sure, 
any established writer, would willingly 
combine with our fellow-writers and 
artists to strike against it were it not 
that, as we know, as things are, most 
of the poor devils who hack for Radio 
Eireann cannot simply rfford to go on 
strike. ‘It is that or starve. 

Recently, ta illustrate to what 
lengths employers will go, Radio 
Eireann went even farther in its parsi- 
monious cheese-paring and cut off the 
tail of these minute fees by changing 
the guineas of long-established literary 
practice to pounds! Radio Eireann 
makes a profit every year on our 
licence fees of about £75,000, and I 
see no reason why writers should be 
clipped and pared in this miserable 
fashion to add te this enormous profit 
which does not go back into 2 RN. 
It is snaffled by the Minister for 
Finance and not a penny of it goes 
into» programme-building. 

All these rates will remain as they 
are until writers and artists of every 
order make up their mind to combine 
into a trade union. Many of 
them do not even realise that 
they are being sweated. I have 
known University professors to 
accept fees at mention of which 
the poorest London or New York Grub 
street hack would assassinate an editor 
or a radio director. They do not 
realise that when they accept these low 
feese—which, of course, are only pocket- 
money to them—they are cutting the 

ound from under the feet of the work- 
ing journalist. Indeed, so unedu 
are we as to decent standards of work 
and payment that many editors do not 
realise that the fees they offer are as 
unjust and immoral as the salaries 
against which girls in sweated factories 
and cellar work-rooms have gone on 
strike time and time again. 

But the crowning evi! of all this is 
‘that no fine work can possibly ever be 
done in Ireland for literature and the 
arts while this state of affairs goes on. 
Your writer and artist has to earn his 
living like anybody else, and with his 
earnings he purchases the leisure (if it 
can be called leisure) during which he 
does his real work. If he cannot pur- 
chase that leisure, if he is reduced to 
hack work level during all his working 
day, he will simply have to oO 
to some country—as so many hundreds 
have done—where he can earn enough 
to attend to his life’s vocation. 

I have mentioned chiefly writers. The 
problem concerns just as acutely all 
workers connected directly with any 
form of creative output—actors, writers, 
singers, producers, dancers, executants, 
painters, composers, window-display 
artists, sign-writers, pavement artists, 
journalists, radio workers, free-lances, 
croonefs. They are all, without excep- 
tion, being exploited. A few belon 
t> separate unions, but very few, an 
they are weak because they have not 
the support of their fellows. If we 
join together into one solid union we 
shall not be weak. I, therefore, invite 
everybody connected with any of these 
or similar groups to communicate with 
me, if he or she believes that it is 
time we did something practical. If 
I get sufficient response I am prepared 
tc consult with the trades unions to 
see if we also can establish a union. 
I am under no delusion; I cannot 
imagine a more individualistic body of 
Kilkenny Cats; I know that it will 
take several years to establish a solid 
combination; I know all our qualities 
and our faults of temperament and 
emotion, but I know that we have two 
things that are a powerful urge in all 
of us — pride and a fund of human 
sympathy — and these will bind us. 
Time and time again creative workers 
in every field have raised their voices 
for underdogs, and parently lost 
causes, when the mass of the public has 
remaiued unmoved. We should be 
heartily ashamed of ourselves if we 
cannot now raise our voice for our own 
rights as loudly ag we have often 
before for the rights of the worst-paid 
factory workers, to whose level we are 
being reduced.—Yours, etc.,

FIRE-WATCHING - 


It has seemed necessasy to the 
College authorities to reorganise some- 
what their system of air raid precau- 
tions. The Junior Dean, Dr. K. C. 
Bailey, outlines the new system in 
handbills which are posted up round 
College. By a Ed ‘wementeeed it 
has been found possible, without exact- 
ing compulsosy service or perceptibly 
increasing the labours of the present 
volunteers, to make the College pro- 
tection against bombs yet more 
eficient. The new system of night 
atrols takes effect from Friday, 2nd 
May. Those who have volunteered for 
patrol duty are now divided into seven 
| grcups—one for each night of the 
} week. A student on, for example, the 
** Monday ” list must always be avail- 
able for service on Monday nights (or, 
rather, Tuesday mornings) unless he 
has arranged for another volunteer to 
take his place, and this arrangement 
has been agreed to both by the patrol 
leader of the man replaced and of the 
substitute. Five students wilh be 
allotted to each night as fire-watchers. 
These will be posted when the first 

atrol takes up duty, but they will 

e allowed after a short time to go 
back to bed. They will sleep with 
doors open and _ sufficiently clad 
to be able to go on duty at 
a moments notice. If air raids 
actually take place certain houses in 
College will be allotted to each night. 
Every student in these houses will then 
have to remain prepared, just like the 
present fire-watchers—¢glothed and with 
doors open. As there is a shortage 
of watchers during the vacation 
months, students resident in, or near, 
Dublin are asked to volunteer,
